Use of Rich Men 


Q IXCE the Thaw tragedy there has been con- 


siclerable comment in the press as to the 


usefulness of rich men. Taking this as a text the 
Richmond Xcws-L,cader propounds a list of per- 
tinent quetions, but thc\ are calculated more to 


tell the tie of riches than of rich men. The Xews- 
Leader asks: 


"\Yhal propoition of the people of this conn- 


tn aie enabled to can their living by the fact 
that their fellow -citizens have money to spend for 


hiMiiies and superfluities? 
In the first place, it 


is hard to define what arc luxuries and superflu- 
ities, for the luxury of one man or family is the 
necessity of another. But, taking a few obvious 
instances, if nobcxh could afford to pay hundreds 
of dollars for sealskin cloaks and jackets, hun- 
dreds of sailors would be thrown out of work; 
with nobody able to wear silks, satins and fine 
laces, thousands of industrious hands would be 
left idle. 
Jf there was no superfluous money to 


be spent on handsome dwellings and business 
houses and the ornamentation of them, half the 
men of the building tradea^of the large cities 
would walk the streets seeking employment in 
•\aiii. Suppose nobodj could buy champagne, or 
other of the finer wines or the best grades of 
cigars? 
Suppose nobody could buy or operate 


automobile" 
\\ here would all the working peo- 


ple who build automobiles look for their living. 
Suppose noboch had the money to invest in fancy 
bookbinding and printing? Suppose the distrib- 
ution of wealth was so arranged that nobody 
could pay ten dollars to hear grand opera or 
thousands for fine paintings and statuary? Would 
not the chief incentives for the development of 
the arts of music, painting and statuary be ie- 
moved? Js it not true that a thiid or a fourth of 
us who work for our livings are enabled to li\e 
because 0111 neighbors can afford 
to 
indulge 


themselves in something more than the mere 
necessaries and comforts of life"-''' 


IT is reported that total registration which is 


to be closed on the 25th instant, in San Fran- 
cisco, will not exceed 10,000.
